On June 29, 2005, the Local Exchange Carriers Association (LECA) filed for 
approval by the Public Utilities Commission (Commission) its 2004 lntrastate Switched 
Access Cost Study. The purpose of these revisions is to implement changes in rates as 
necessitated by revisions in member companies' revenue requirements and access 
minutes of use. On July 1, 2005 and August 31, 2005, LECA filed amended 2004 
lntrastate Switched Access Cost Studies. The following tariff sheets were filed with regard 
to the LECA Tariff No. I :

On June 30,2005, the Commission electronically transmitted notice of the filing and 
the intervention deadline of July 15,2005, to interested individuals and entities. On August 
30, 2005, the Commission received Petitions to lntervene from MCI (MCI) and 
Midcontinent Communications (Midcontinent). On September 2, 2005, the Commission 
received an Amended Petition to Intervene from MClmetro Access Transmission Services, 
LLC (MClmetro). On September 14, 2005, the Commission received a Petition to 
lntervene from AT&T Communications of the Midwest, Inc. (AT&T). On September 15, 
2005, the Commission received Answers of LECA to MClmetro and Midcontinent's 
Petitions to Intervene. On September 23, 2005, the Commission received an Answer of 
LECA to AT&T's Petition to Intervene. On September 23,2005, the Commission received 
a Request for Suspension of Tariff from Midcontinent. On September 26, 2005, the 
Commission received Staff's Response to MCI, Midcontinent and AT&T's Petitions to 
Intervene and Midcontinent's Request for Suspension of Tariff. 

The Commission has jurisdiction over this matter pursuant to SDCL I-26-17.1,49- 
IA-9, 49-31-12.6, 49-31-1 8, 49-31-19 and ARSD 20:10:01:15.02, 20:10:01:15.05, 
20:l O:27:07 and 20:l O:27:08. At a regularly scheduled meeting of September 27,2005, 
the Commission found that the Petitions to Intervene demonstrated good cause to grant 
intervention and unanimously voted to grant the Petitions to Intervene. 

LECA and Staff held several negotiating sessions in an effort to arrive at a joint and 
acceptable resolution of all of the outstanding cost study dockets. As a result of said 
negotiations, the outstanding issues in the 2004,2005 and 2006 cost study dockets were 
resolved and the parties have entered into a Settlement Stipulation. On November 8, 
2006, the parties filed the Settlement Stipulation with the Commission requesting approval 



of the stipulation. On November 21,2006, the Commission received the following revised 
tariff pages from LECA:

At its regularly scheduled meeting of November 28, 2006, the Commission 
considered whether to approve the Settlement Stipulation and tariff revisions. The 
Commission voted unanimously to approve the Settlement Stipulation. Upon review of 
LECA's revised filing, the Commission also unanimously voted to approve the above 
revisions to LECA's Tariff No. 1. It is therefore 

ORDERED, that the Settlement Stipulation is hereby approved; and it is further 

ORDERED, that the Commission approves the above-referenced LECA revisions to 
its Tariff No. 1, effective fortelecommunications services rendered on and after January I, 
2007.
